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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of 
the claimed invention: 

Group I: Drawn to claims 1-8, which claim a method of activating a wordline in a 
memory device, including: turning on first and second isolation circuit. . ., turning off the first 
isolation signal . . . , and activating a wordline based .... 

Group II: Drawn to claims 9-19, which claim a method of activating a wordline in a 
memory device, including: applying RAS* signal to a timing circuit, applying an ISO signal to 
the timing circuit, and outputting a wordline decoder activation signal. . . . 

Group III: Drawn to claims 20 - 24, which claim a method of controlling memory 
access in a memory device, including the step of transitioning the first isolation signal. . locally 
connecting a timing circuit. . . . 

Group IV: Drawn to claims 25-30, which claim a method of controlling a wordline 
decoder in a memory device, including: activating the wordline decoder. . and deactivating the 
wordline decoder. . . .
